Lloyd Bowers Believed to Have Stran- 


gled Bride as She Slept at Home of 
Her Parents, Then Fled and Taken 
Own Life by Throwing Himself in 
Front of Train—Inquest Into Double 
Tragedy Will Be Held Monday. 


KEARNEY, Neb., May 23—(UP)—Without a clew on 


which to work in the slaying here of Mrs. Lloyd Bowers, 
bride of a month, and the subsequent discovery of the 
crushed and mangled body of her husband, county authori- 
ties tonight called for a double inquest into the deaths, to be 
held Monday. 


"While the coronre's jury'was In- 


vestigating the circumitances of 
the death of Bowers' pretty young 
wife, Gladyti, 24, late today Em- 
melt Crawford, section hand, dis- 
co\ered 
Bowers' 
crushed 
and 


mangled body beside the railway 
tracks near Odessa. 


Bowers' body was mangled beyond 


recognition, officers said, identifi- 
cation being made through a bill 
fold found on his person. 


Believe Husband Slayer. 


With the discovery of Bowers* 


body, officers began working upon 
the theory Bowers strangled his 
joung \vtfe to death as she slept at 
the home of her parents, Mr and 
Mrs. 
William Elsam, in Kearney, 
fled to Odessa and took his own 
life beneath the wheels of a train 


Another theory advanced, but 


given little Credence by county au- 
thorities, was that Bovers and his 
wife were victims of an unknown 
attacker who strangled Mrs Bow- 
ers to death in her bed, beat Bow- 
ers into unconsciousness and car- 
ried his bodj to the railway tracks 
near Odessa. 


Friends df Bowers were unable 


to account for his supposed strang- 
ulation of his wife and suicide. He 
had been in good spirits, they 
stated, during the last several days. 
On a few occasions he had ex- 
pressed discouragement at being 
unt.ple to secure employment. 


Body Found By Mother. 


Mrs. Bowers was found dead by 


her mother early today. It was dis- 
co\cred that Bowers had left the 
house during the night. 


The body of the young woman 


was "Covered with blood and had 
been stuffed beneath the sheets at

Crawford's offtee late Wednesday 
when the politician and the news- 
man were shot to death. 
Visited at Prison by Woman. 
Marco, long known as an under- 


world figSK. was advised of the 
double shooting in a telegram from 
"a friend" just a few hours after the 
action and then late yesterday he 
was visited at the prison by June 
Taylor, admitted confidante. 
Her visit drew the attention or 


authorities to Marco and it was 
learned that she had been managing 
his affairs since he entered prison, 
going frequently to San Quentin, 
supposedly for orders. 
It was learned also that she kept 
a bank account, under the name 
"Mrs. A. M. Donovan," from which 
Marco drew for expenses. At the 
same time the district attorney's of- 
fice said it learned she had been 
friendly with Clark ever since the 
tnai at which Marco was convicted. 


District Attorney Buron Pitts said 
he was certain she coidd tell, where 
Clark was between the time he as- 
serte'dly left Crawford's office 
at 


4:30 p m., Wednesday and 11 p. m, 
Thursday, when he surrendered vol- 
untarily to authorities. 
Chief of Detectives Joe Taylor 


left Los Angeles today and it was 
said at his office that he was en- 
route to San R-ancisco. He intended 
to question Marco, it was said, and 
at the same time he hoped to find 
Mrs. Taylor, now considered a key 
witness in the murder investigation. 


Marco admitted that he was 


visited by a June Taylor yesterday, 
but pretended she was not the wo- 
man wanted for questioning here. 
His statement that "this was a dif- 
ferent June Taylor" was not re- 
garded as of any consequence. 


Could Explain Motive. 


Authorities said they felt certain 
that both Marco and Miss' Taylor 
could if they would, explain the mo- 
tive for the shooting of Crawford 
and Spencer and might be able to 
name the slayer. 
Clark since his surrender, has re- 
fused to comment on the shootings 
at all. 
"I won cases where a defendant 
talked too much when I was a 
prosecutor." has been his constant 
reply to questions. "I'm an accusec 
man now and I'm not saving any- 
thing. Just wait until the trial. I'm 
not guilty and there will be plenty 
of sensations in my testimony." 
His preliminary hearing has been 


set for May 28 and at that time evi- 
dence, which police say seems con- 
clusive of his guilt, will be offered 
Clark bought a gun just a few 


days before the murders. He has

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STOCKS STILL 


SLIDING DOWN 


Decline Halted Thursday 
After 10 Straight Days 


Of Lower Prices. 


Net Change For Week 
Shows Loss of Approx- 


imately 4 Points.

NEW YORK, May 23— (I. N. SJ 


—General business conditions dur- 
ing the week have shown little 
variation from the irregular trend 
that has been so predominant a 
characteristic 
for upwards of a 


monjh. In the main, however, the 
records have tended to show some 
further slackening, with additional 
declines in commodity prices, build- 
ing contracts, freight loadings, and 
steel output. 


The stock market has continued 


to slide off into new low ground, 
although this time rallying ten- 
dencies made their appearance to 
interrupt temporarily the precipi- 
tateness of the declining movement, 
As measured by the composite stock 
index of Standard Statistics, the 
market had gone through ten con- 
secutive sessions of decline before a 
halt was evidenced on Thursday of 
this week. This respite was ex- 
tended through the following day, 
but on Saturday renewed liquida- 
tion was encountered which can- 
celled a good part of the previous 
advance and brought the market 
close to Its extreme low levels. The 
net chance for the week was a loss 
of approximately 4 points, although 
concentrated selling of the utility 
group occasioned a decline of close 
to 7 points in this group. 


Rail Stocks Firmer. 


The one encouraging development 
in the market of late has been the 
relative firmness of the rail stocks. 
The persistent decline in this sec- 
tion of the market had been the 
forerunner of the general deflation 
all through the list, and the ability 
of the carriers to show net gams 
for four days in a row may logically 
be looked upon as a promise of 
better days to come. 


The extent of the setback in ths 
rails can better be realized when it 
is shown that at their lows of the 
week, the Dow-Jones rail average 
•was back to the level of February, 
1922, territory that had previously 
been 
entered 
only 
twice this 
century. 
The hope that a bottom had been 
reached in steel output was not 
realized by the 
disclosure that 
operations had declined 2 per cent 
to 45 per cent of capacity in the 
past week. 
The previous week's 
rate of 47 per cent had stood un- 
changed for a fortnight, after six 
"weeks of continuous decrease from 
57 per cent in the final week of 
March. The curent rate of out- 
put is the lowest since, the second 
week of January, and accompanied 
by the new price weakness in sev- 
eral directions, it is not hard to 
grasp the significance of the state- 
ment of the head of the U. S. Steel 
corporation that it will be difficult 
for leading interests to as much as 
cover preferred dividend require- 
ments under present conditions in 
the industry. 


Building Contracts Decline. 


Building contracts for the first 
half of May, as reported by the F. 
W. Dodge corporation, reveal a de- 
cline somewhat greater than the 
normal seasonal The average for 
the first thirteen business days of 
the month ending May 15, shows a 
drop of 13 per cent from the Apnl 
average, in place of the usual sea- 
sonal decline of 45 per cent 
The Annalist Weekly Index of 
wholesale commodity prices has 
shown a decline for the tenth con- 
secutive week, bringing the index to 
•within 2.5 per cent of the 1913 
level. The decline was due chiefly 
to renewed heavy losses in the farm 
and food products groups, with 
building materials also lower. 
Freight car loadings made an ex- 
ceedingly poor showing for the 
latest week reported, that ending 
May 9. The usual seasonal ten- 
dency is upward -' tius time, but 
instead of rising the actual number 
of cars loaded dropped from 775,- 
291 for the week ended on May 2, 
to 749,449 for the week ended May 
9. This represents a decline" of 
184,879 cars under the correspond- 
ing week of last year, and a de- 
cline of 301,511 cars under the same 
•week two years ago. 
Bank clearings in the past week 
showed a gain over the preceding 
period, according to Bradstreet's 
amounting; to 7.9 per cent, but while 
a decrease of 11.6 per cent was 
noted from the corresponding week 
of a year ago. this decline dropped 
below that of any week since the

The record low prices were es- 
_ 
tahlisbed largely as a result of an j 
oversupply of dressed pork and' 
beef products, and a poor outlet. 
Wholesale pork at Chicago this 
week declined from $1 to $3. 
Compared with a week ago, the 
general market for cattle showed 
losses of 50 to 75c, hogs 25c and 
lambs 25 to 50c- 


Week's top in the cattle market 
was $9, but at the close it took very 
prime steers to bring $8. Most of 
the cattle received during the week, 
changed hands at $6.50 to $7.50, 
with the average around $7.30, the 
lowest for the month of Mav since 
1911. 


Hogs topped at $7.10 on Wednes- 
day, compared with $10.40 a year 
ago. The choice lieht and medium 
weights were quotable up to $6.75 
late in the week, but few sold 
higher than $6 60. 


Calves Drop 50c. 


Cows closed the week at $4 to $6 
and most of the beef heifers at $5 


to $7. Calvt-o dropped off 50c. with 
top established around $9. Stockers 
and feeders receded 25c And moved 
slowly at 50c to $750. 


A narrow demand for mutton 


products and the break in other 
meats wjs reflected in the lower 
market for lambs. 


Most of this week's supply came 


direct to packers 
from outside 


points as prices there were lower 
than in Chicago. This week marked 
the close of the old crop wooled 
lamb season, with clean-up sales 
topping at $9.60. Spring lambs were 
rather numt-rous and in some in- 
stances sold as much as tl lower. 
Closing top was $10.50. 


Receipts for the week were: 44,-

NEW YORK, May 23 — (INS) — 
Generally lower prices were regis- 
tered on the New York cotton ex- 
change during the past week. It is 
difficult to avoid the conclusion, 
that the major price influence in 
cotton this week, as has been the 
case for some time past, was the 
action of the stock market and the 
pessimistic sentiment 
that domi- 
nated it. Whenever "general selling 
appeared in stocks, it has been 
quickly reflected in cotton. 


Chairman Stone of the farm 


board has made an attempt to re- 
move some of the uncertainty. His 
statement, issued after an ^vtcndcd 
conference between federa,' farm 
board officials and some of the 
country's leading economists* this 
week, made it clear that the sta- 
bilization corporation's holdings of 
1,300,000 bales had been removed 
from sale consideration for an in- 
definite period. Regarding the co- 
operative holdings, presumably con- 
tracts purchased in lieu of spots 
sold, none of these accumulations 
will be liquidated until this opera- 
tion can be accomplished at a price 
above the loan value. It is to be as- 
sumed that this would cover carry- 
ing charges and also include at 
least a minimum profit. 


On one point the cotton trade 


may be assured. There appears to 
be no danger whatsoever of a dras- 
tic break in cotton resulting from 
distress liquidation of- co-operative 
holdings of future contracts. 


These holdings of contracts hard- 
ly can be materially in excess of 1,- 
000,000 bales, and probably are 
somewhat less than- that amount. 
Details of the financing of these 
contracts are lacking, but it is fair- 
ly well established that the general 
farm board is in a position to put 
up all margin requirements. Even 
if cotton broke three cents a pound 
from current levels, the $15$00.000 
additional margin required would 
not seriously impair the farm board 
Tinances.

The. amount of cheese imported 
decreased by 10.6 per cent, sinking 
to 68,311,000 pounds in 1930; while 
the value decreased even more 
seriously, equaling $18249.000 in 
1930, a -decrease of ISA per cent 
from the 1929 total 
Most of the cheese imported In 
this country consists of varieties 
not manufactured in the great 
dairying states of the United States. 
The value of all foodstuff im- 
ports In 1930 equaled $693.701.000. 
a decrease of more than 24. per cent 
from 1929's record. This is partial- 
ly accounted for 07 a decrease in 
quantity feat much of it 3s due to 
lower level of world prices, accord- 
ing to the department of commerce.

HOOVER FACING 


TEST ON TOUR 


President to Invade Un- 
certain States Burinf? 


Next Month. 


Address on Dedication of 


Harding Memorial 
June 16 Awaited. 


WASHINGTON. May 23—(UP)— 


The next month will be one of 
resident Hoover's most active per- 
ods politically since he entered the 
white house. 
With republican party managers 


ioncerned over the outlook, 
Mr. 


Hoover will soon go into three of 
he most Important and uncertain 
tates, Ohio, Indiana.and Illinois, 
vhlch recorded decisive democratic 
victories in the November elections. 
This swing, which includes three 
et addresses, will give Mr. Hoover 
a chance to be seen by thousands of 
persons and to meet party workers. 
:t is regarded by many as the ad- 
ministration curtain raiser for the 
932 re-election campaign. 
The long delayed dedication of 
he Harding memorial at Marion, 
O., will take place on this trip on 
June 16. Much thought is being 
;iven by President Hoover to what 
ie shall say on this occasion, ac- 
:ording to one party leader, who has 
ounselled him. 
The most difficult question which 


las arisen, it is said, is whether Mr. 
Hoover shall recognize certain epi- 
'•odes of the Harding admimstra- 
;ion to the extent of declaring that 
,he late president had been taken 
advantage of by a few whom he had 
;rusted. 


This was urged by some of the 
president's counsellors. When word 
of it reached some of those con- 
nected with the Harding memorial, 
U is said, they indicated such a 
reference would be displeasing and 
would be regarded as an intrusion 
of a controversial subject inap- 
propriate to such an occasion. 


Never Alluded to Harding. 


Mr Hoover has never alluded to 


any of these questions about Hard- 
ing administration in any of his 
public utterances. This silence was 
a subject of criticism during the 
1928 presidential campaign. Wheth- 
er to break this silence now has be- 
come a delicate ' question for Mr. 
Hoover to decide. 


Plans foTr dedication of the Hard- 
ing memorial have been the subject 
of a protracted dispute which has 
delayed the ceremony nearly three 
years after completion of the edi- 
fice. 


Efforts to have the then Presi- 


dent 
Coolidge dedicate it failed. 
The memorial association enaeav- 
ored to obtain an acceptance from 
Mr. Hoover when he became presi- 
dent, but without success Last Oc- 
tober the 
association decided to 
abandon plans for a dedication and 
adopted a resolution offered by for- 
mer Attorney General Harry M. 
Daugherty. Harding's i n t i m a t e 
friend and political manager. This 
resolution, couched in bitter lan- 
guage, said "a dedication grudging- 
ly extended is a compliment neither 
to the dead nor to those who par- 
ticipate in the ceremonies."

three resolutions. The first ap- 
proved reduction of acreage through 
the most effective

methods. The second favored ex- 
amination of all avenues to greater 
use of wheat for all purposes, and 
the third emphasized the necessity 
of orderly marketing. 
Thus the views of the united 
States prevailed, since the final re- 
sults did not go beyond the open- 
ing statement of Sam R. McKel- 
vie of the federal farm board, chiei 
United States delegate. The refusal 
of the United States to consider an 
export quota blocked that propos- 
al and the United States, Russia 
and other countries are left free to 
market their products abroad with- 
out restriction. 
Ferguson Heads Committee. 


The permanent committee will be 


under the chairmanship of G. How- 
ard Ferguson, Canadian high com- 
missioner in London, who presided 
at the conference. 
The conferences were set form 
in a communique before the adop- 
tion of which the heads of delega- 
tions addressed the gathering. 
McKelvie told them clearly that 
the United States regards the com- 
mittee as purely advisory, not su- 
pervisory. Isadore Lubinof, Russian 
delegate, expressed regret that it 
was impossible for the conference 
to agree on a quota scheme, out 
hoped the permanent committee 
would continue to study the pro- 
posal with a view of making it el- 
iective ultimately.

"The conference was a distinct 


success" McKelvie said after ad- 
journment. "The creation of a 
permanent committee is a valuable 
and constructive step toward stabil- 
ization.

VALIDITY 
OF RENO 


DIVORCE ATTACKED 
BY CHICAGO 
MAN 


CHICAGO. May 23— (I.N.S.)— An 


injunction was filed^ in Superior 
court today which challenges the 
validity of a Reno-granted divorce 
when procured by a citizen of Illin- 
ois. The suit was regarded as a test 
assault on the present divorce mill 
operating in Reno under the new 
six weeks residence law in Nevada. 


The action, a petition for an in- 


junction to restrain Schuyler C. 
Schfartz from instituting a divorce 
action at Reno, cites the states 
rights doctrine in challenging the 
validity in Illinois of Nevada de- 
crees. 


In the suit it is held that the new 


laws of Nevada arc used to procure 
divorce decrees for citizens of other 
states who are unable to obtain di- 
vorces in their own home states. 
Schwartz is a wealthy Chicagoan. 


In the bill his wife states that her 
husband has gone to Reno for the 
express purpose of obtaining a di- 
vorce which he would be unable to 
obtain in Illinois. 
The bill sets forth that each state 
grants certain rights to its 
ens and the marital rights of Mrs. 
Schwartz are being destroyed if the 
defendant can obtain a divorce in 
Nevada upon the grounds not rec- 
ognized in the state of Illinois. 
It is declared in the bill that such 
state protection be accorded Mrs. 
Schwartz.

He made no effort to resist when 
LLAM1 LuUMlilUl the officers discovered him, but 


Red Cross Worker 
Says Arkansas On 
Way to Normalcy 
The inside story of Arkansas' 


drouth problem was related in Lin- 
coln Saturday by W. Wesselius of 
St. Louis .assistant regional director 
of the Red Cross. Mr. Wesselius 
stopped in Lincoln enroute to Oma- 
ha, and discussed the work of the 
Lincoln and Lancaster county chap- 
ter with Mrs. Max Armstrong, sec- 
retary. 


"Arkansas, the first state to feel 
the full blow of drouth conditions, 
has been the first to recover, and 
is now on the way to complete nor- 
malcy," Mr. Wesselius 
declared. 
"This has been accomplished chief- 
ly through a marvelous credit sys- 
tem which has started functioning 
under the spur of a loan of nine 
millions of dollars from the recent 
federal appropriation for that pur- 
pose." 
Mr. Wesselius' knowledge of the 
Arkansas situation comes first 
hand, having gone to "that state in 
January and remained until April 
to supervise emergency Red Cross 
activities. He was scheduled for an 
address in Lincoln during January, 
but was forced to cancel the en- 
gagement when the call to Arkan- 
sas came. 
Suffering: No Surprise. 


"The suffering in Arkansas was 
not a surprise,' "he related Satur- 
day. 
"Months before the Red 
Cross knew what to expect. We 
spent $100.000 to promote the rais- 
ing of gardens and snail patches of 
grata and com throughout the 
state. As a result, the actual food 
crisis was postponed until January. 
"Of course the small stores of 
Some-grown food that were thus 
accumulated couldn't last. When 
they* did give out. we got to the 
aolnt where he were feeding 180,000 
Families, 
representing a third of 
the copulation of the entire state." 
When Mr. Wesselius left Arkansas 
he sensed a marked change of at- 
titude. "During the crisis, the piti- 
ful conditions of the state were 
broadcast all over the. country in 
order to stimulate donations.

tion and to determine what may be 
necessary for meeting our immedi- 
ate needs."

come.Warned Three Tears Ago. 


He said .that when congress was 


urged three years ago to grant "a 
greater reduction of taxes than 
seemed warranted, the 
treasurer 


pointed out the danger of eliminat- 
ing certain excise taxes and depend- 
ing for so large a part of our reve- 
nue on a comparatively small num- 
ber of tax payers." 
The income tax, he said, "has be- 


come so restricted in" its application 
that has become a class rather than 
a general tax, with its incidence 
limited to a comparatively small 
number of taxpayers." 


Only 2,500,000 individuals out of a 


population of1120,000,000 and about 
250,000 corporations now pay the 
tax, he said, while 97 per cent of 
the total individual income tax 
comes from 380,000 persons. 
"Yet we depend," he said, '"on 
the limited number of taxpayers lor 
so large a part of the revenue need- 
ed for the support of the govern- 
ment." 
"In times like the present, when 
income taxes have fallen off, such a 
system inevitably results in a severe 
shrinking in the governments reve- 
nues; and this fluctuation in the 
revenues is further increased by our 
treatment of capital gains and loss- 
es, which tend to Increase abnor- 
mally current income in times of 
rising prices and business expansion 
and to depress it in periods of fall- 
ing prices and business contraction." 
Subject to Variations. 


"The surpluses which have arisen 
in the past and the deficiency 
which we face today are due in large 
measure to the fact that we rely 
for two-thirds of our tax revenue 
oiTthe income tax, which is subject 
to sweeping variations and depends 
on a variety of circumstances. 


"The treasury has for some time 


been aware of the defects in our 
tax structure and while, hi my opin- 
ion, we could not possibly have an- 
ticipated the extent to which reve- 
nues have fallen off, the treasury 
has not failed to call to the atten- 
tion of congress and the country 
the advisability of providing safe- 
guards against the very condition 
which has overtaken us." 
He opposed suggestions that gov- 


ernment cease for a period or reduce 
considerably payments to the sink- 
ing fund to retire the public debt 
which have come from congress. He 
explained there would be an actual 
increase this year hi the public debt 
which has been cut down during 
his ten years in office from over 
$25,000,000.000 
to 
approximately 


$16,000,000,000. 
Big Saving In Interest. 


"Tn bad times, as in good times, 
like the man who tightens his belt 
and keeps up payments on the 
mortgage, we shall continue to make 
the payments provided by the sink- 
ing fund, as authorized by law," the 
secretary said, adding that by its 
debt reducing program thus far the 
government has cut annual interest 
charges by nearly half a billion dol- 
lars.

Kansas Ahead In

Coach Hamilton's Squad' Again Strides to 


Victory, With Cornhuskers In Second 


Place and Iowa Staters Third.

The dull red cinders of the University of Nebraska 


Memorial stadium, which in less than a decade have felt the 
sharp piercing of the spikes worn by the track elite of a 
great nation, Saturday provided the lightning fast footing 
for a younger generation of record-breakers as Kansas edged 
out ahead of Nebraska, after a thrilling duel for the Big Six 
championships.

When is a contract not a contract? 
Ask the Camera 


Circus. Many fight managers, and some promoters," think 
a contract is a contract when it is profitable, and quite con- 
venient, to go through with it. 


The same applies to other agreements. The New York 


state athletic commission and the California state athletic 
commission had a gentleman's agreement to recognize each 
other's suspensions of boxers when such suspensions were 
made for indulging in baked bouts. 


Turned Down In California. 
Camera and those of his man- 


agers and handlers who were li- 
censed In California had their li- 
censes revoked after the Carnera- 
Chevalier bout -in Oakland, Calif., 
that brought the so-caled "knock- 
out tour" -of the Camera circus to 
an end. 


They have not been reinstated in 


California. In fact, it is unlikely 
that Camera ever will be reinstated 
in California, unless it can be 
proved in some way that he had no 
knowledge of the 
actions of his 


handlers in California bouts. It is 
quite certain that the parties who 
directly arranged 
the framing of 


Chevalier never wilL be reinstated. 
These facts were ignored when 


Carnftra was reinstated by the^New 
York commission so that the big 
boy could be matched with Jack 
Sharkey three weeks before the real 
title fight between Schmeling and 
Stribling, and the Sharkey-Carnera 
bout was "recognized" by the New 
York commission as a "world's 
championship" affair. 


Checking: Up On New York. 
In the future, the California com- 


mission may recognize genuine sus- 
pensions for faking in New York, as 
in other states, merely to protect 
California rings against an influx of 
fakers from other states—but it will 
check up New York suspensions 
carefully. The New York commis- 
sion has a habit of suspending box- 
ers for rather flimsy reasons. 
Schmeling, for instance, was sus- 
pended for refusing to be driven 
into a return match with Sharkey. 
The German was absolutely fair. He 
said such a match would not draw, 
and he was right. Stribling had 
fought his way to ft place where he 
had to be considered, as the next 
contender. 


Fair Offer by Maxie. 


Schmeling offered to fight the 
winner of a.Sharkey-Stribling bout, 
which was a reasonable and fair 
proposition. That offer was turned 
down and Schmeling 
suspended. 


Stribling has been declared "out" hi 
New York for no less flimsy rea- 
sons. If either Stribling or Schmel- 
ing want to box in California they 
will be welcome. 


Paolino was suspended in New 
York because he boxed Camera in 
Spain while Camera was under sus- 
pension in New York. Paolino has 
since boxed in California. He 
knocked out the state champion, 
Kennedy. The California commis- 
sion does not pretend to exercise 
its authority outside the state of 
California. It doesnl pretend to 
have a right to suspend boxers for 
meeting suspended boxers in other 
countries under conditions quite 
legal there. 
No Authority Outside. 


The New York, commission has no 
more authority outside its own 
state than the California commis- 
sion has. So when the New York 
commission "recognizes" a bout be- 


tween Sharkey and Camera as a 
"world's championship bout" it is 
just a local recognition, having no 
weight in the rest of the world. 
There is some territory outside New 
York state lines. 
When Schmeling fought Sharkey, 


the bout was generally recognized 
in other states and in foreign coun- 
tries as a bout for the heavyweight 
championship. Schmeling h a d 
knocked out Risko, who beat Shar- 
key. He had beaten Paolino in very 
convincing style, and that was ad- 
vertised as a bout to determine a 
contender for the title. Sharkey de- 
cisioned Stribling and stopped Scott 
to get his chance. And by the rules 
that have governed boxing since 
Queensberry rules came in, Schmel- 
ing beat Sharkey. 
It's the writer's opinion that the 
German is a pretty fair figure of a 
champion — not one of the great 
champions, but at least never yet 
tested to his limit. 


Sour On Balloon Ball. 


The balloon ball that has been 
forced on American golfers so that 
manufacturers can sell clubs de- 
signed to play such a clumsy mon- 
strosity—or for some other reason 
that a couple of million very much 
annoyed golfers haven't discovered 
yet—is not going to be foisted upon 
the British coif playing public. Not 
only have the English golfers re- 
fused to accept the balloon ball as 
standard, but they don't care much 
about coming to America to play it 
in competition. No American golfer 
will blame them. 


Among the British gofers playing 
the balloon ball in practice for the 
Ryder cup matches, it is no more 
popular than it is in this country. 
George Duncan, famous golfer in 
England, says this: 


Duncan Hits From Shoulder. 
"I wish the whole American na- 
tion were compelled to play with 
the big ball in conditions the same 
as those experienced in the trials 
at Lytham and St. Anne's. They 
would never want to play with the 
thing again. 


"If the ordinary handicap golfer 


were compelled to play with the 
American standard in the face of a 
gale, he would not only never get 
around the course, but he would 
start a revolution against the au- 
thorities who sought to deprive him 
of his pleasure." 
That's all right, George. We all 


feel that "way about it in America, 
too. TSie only thing we're hesitating 
about is whether to just hang them 
when we catch them, or condemn 
them to play their own balloon for 
life. 


Helen Wills Real Amateur. 
Helen Wills, one of the finest am- 
ateur champions the world has ever 
seen, has learned something about 
"publicity." Visiting Los Angeles, 
Helen was Invited to the movie 
studios. At once there was a rumor 
that she intended to give up her 
amateur-standing, like Bobby Jones

A person beginning golf is usually 


advised to omit the driver from, his 
first kit, for the reason that, until 
he gains some idea of what it is all 
about, he will find the brassie, with 
its greater loft, a far more satis- 
factory club, even 
from the tee. 
This is not had advice, for, like the 
number one iron, the driver 
is 


more difficult to play than its more 
lofted brothers, the brassie and the 
spoon. It demands a more accurate 
and more powerful stroke to propel 
the ball along a proper line of flight. 
I have even heard the opinion ex- 


pressed that a. properly designed 
driver was practically useless in the 
hands of 80 per cent of the people 
who play golf, and I have been told 
that Chick Evans played in at least 
one national championship playing 
all of his tee shots with a brassie. 
the only wood club he carried in his 
bag. But I think it is going a bit 
far to leave the poor old driver, the 
daddy of them all, entirely out in 
the cold. 


Losing the Feel, 
In the first place. I have seen a: 
lot of fellows, finding themselves i 
playing a brassie very well through 
the fairway, who have tried to use: 
itr off the tee and discovered very 
soon that thc@- had lost the feel of 
playing it from either place. What; 
is good Tor the rank beginner is not 
always the best thing for the Tian 
who has played a lot, however bad- 
ly.There is one tiery good reason why 
more people have trouble with a 
straight-faced club like a 
driver 
than with a similar club with more 
loft. A slighi ?rror in *lie alignment 
ot the lace at Impact can be par- 
tially absorbed by the pitch on the 
face, so, obviously, the smaller tills 
pilch becomes, the smaller becomes 
the raanrin for error in alignment. 


Watcfalnjr the Stance. 
In the case ol the driver which 
has practically no loft, this maran 
becomes con cspundingly. practic- 
ally nothinsr.

I have 
found that driver shcts can be used 
quite safely Irom any moderately 
good lie. I make use of the club m 
almost every round, either lor a 
long shot into the wind or -when I 
think that I may reach some tong 
hole In two by stretching out a bit.

Chicago again leads the National 


league in team batting. At the^close 
of Wednesday games, the Cubs had 
made 262 hits in 884 times at bat 
in 25 games for a team average of 
.296, four points higher than the 
Giants, with the champion Card- 
inals third at .289. 


New York has scored the mostt 
runs, 140; St Louis, playing but ^u 
games, has allowed the fewest runs, 
72, only a trifle more than three 
per game, while 166 have been 
counted against the Phillies in 29 
games.

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Expert Traces History of Pitching Shoes 


Sport of Tossing Iron 


Had Start 200 Years 


Before Christian Era 


BY FRANK G. MENKE.

Ever pitch horseshoes? And regarded it as a rather 


modern game? Well, it isn't. 'Tis one of the most ancient 
of sports, dates back about two centuries before the Chris- 
tian era. 
In those days the soldiery amused itself and kept 


muscles supple during their leasure hours by tossing the 
discus. Every army in that era always was trailed by plenty 
of human riff-raff—trailing much like sharks follow a ship 
hoping for castoff crumbs. 
. 


Used First As Discus. 


The followers never could mingle 


in tho discus sport because they 
lacked the money to buy, or the 
tools to fashion the discus. 


Eventually, when armies had, to 


travel over rocky roads or through 
difficult mountain passes, the jour- 
neyings ripped almost feTshreds the 
unshod hoofs of horses. Some one 
then hooked up with the horse- 
shoe notion and, of course, when 
the shes became worn, they were 
discarded—and seized upon by the 
camp followers. 
These fellows bent the horse shoe 
so that it was a closed ring-like a 
discus. They began their tossing con- 
tests, but never got very far with 
their form of discus heaving. The 
shoes were too light. 


Discovery of New Game. 


At which juncture in history, one 


of the lads decided that instead of 
hurling for distance, it would make 
a natty sort of came if they pitched 
at stakes. 
Thus, the quoit pitching idea was 
born. Eventually the camp follow- 
ers grew a bit too lazy to bend the 
horseshoes into circles and simply 
tossed them as was That origin- 
ated 
horseshoe 
pitching. 
Down 
through the centuries came both 
'games, .but for many generations 
horseshoe pitching was dist1 -ctly 
an army pastime, while quoit-toss- 
ing was done in peaceful districts. 


John Bull Strong for It. 


In the sixteenth, seventeenht and 


eighteenth centuries the greatest 
quoit pitchers were in England. How- 
ever, blacksmiths and men who dab- 
bled in forge work of one kind or 
another were the chief devotees, 
each making his own quoits or sup- 
plying them to the neighbors. 
Just when horseshoe and quoit 


pitching was introduced in the U. 
S. A. is open to debate. It may 
have been as early as the seven- 
teenth century. But that's a guess. 
However, there is no guess on the 
point that the game was played by 
'the officers and men who partici- 
pated in the revolutionary war. 


Rules Handed Down. 


Quoits and horseshoes were pitched 
tinder the same rules through all 
the years, until some generations 
ago the leaders in quoit pitching 
framed rules that really divorced 
the sports 
Quoit pitching had more devotees 


" than the horseshoe game in the 
U. S. A. up to about 50 years aeo. 
Then quoits went gradually into 
discard, while the horseshoes have 
gained tremendously in popularity. 
At this time it is estimated that 
there are at least 5,000,000 horse- 
shoe pitchers in the IT. S. A. Most 
of these are in the rural districts, 
but the game is finding increasing 
favor in the cities and a vast num- 
ber of horseshoe pitching "courts" 
are being added to municipal park 
equipment each year. 


Health Building Sport. 


"The game," insists a doctor, who 
is one of the devotees, "not only :s 
interesting and as intriguing as bil- 
liards, golf and bowling, but it is a 
splendid health builder, because the 
pitching motion, plus the bending 
involved in picking up the shoes, 
mildly but beneficially stimulates, 
the muscles and the blood circula- 
tion."

.INDIANAPOLIS, May 23—A-car 
without spark plugs and burning 
crude oil insteal of gasoline in its 
motor, is an unusual attraction 
among the brilliant speedsters be- 
ing prepared here for the 500-mile 
automobile race to be run May 30. 
It was built by Clessie Cummins 


of Columbus, Ind., and is a dupli- 
cate, with some improvement, of tne 
machine he drove to a world's rec- 
ord for oil burners of 100.775 miles 
per hour at Daytona Beach, Fla, 
last winter. Unless something hap- 
pens, it is a certain starter in the 
long race against 39 gasoline pow- 
ered automobiles. 
Above all else, Cummins hopes to 
see the car complete the race, with- 
out a stop for fuel. It will carry 47 
gallons of oil and its builder believes 
it will run the distance on 35 gal- 
lons.

Never before has an oil-burning 


car been entered in the 
500-mUe 


race, of which this will be the nine- 
teenth running. Speedway officials 
made special rules to insure its par- 
ticipation in the interest of motor 
car progress. 
Dave Evans, a veteran of many a 


speedway race, will drive the car, 
with Thane Houser as his riding 
mechanic. The car will weigh ap- 
proximately 3,000 pounds without 
fuel and water. One of last years 
entries—a near stock gasoline mo- 
tored job—weighed 4,600 pounds 
Cummins first attracted attention 


a year ago when he drove an oil 
burner to the New York automobile 
show from Indianapolis on a •little 
more than $2 worth of fuel. He went 
to Daytona Beach later to set a rec- 
ord and this year, with a new motor, 
bettered his old mark by a comfort- 
able margin. It was then that he de- 
cided to enter the 500-mile race 
The engine is four cylinder. The 


fuel is gasified before being injected 
into the cylinders. Each charge to 
the cylinder is one-third the size of 
a grain, of rice. 
Ignition is taken care of by-red 
hot air. The cylinders draw in pure 
air and subject it to 500 pounds of 
pressure, which creates a tempera- 
ture of 1,000 degrees. The fuel then 
is injected.

VOICE TEST IS 


GIVEN TO DODGE 


Sound of Marathon Car 


Recorded At 
Los Angeles. 


v On its last visit to Los Angeles 
the Dodge "8" Mileage Marathon 
car. which has visited every stale 
and more than 1.000 towns and 
cities since last July, had the un- 
usual experience of being given a 
"voice" test by sound experts at the 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Studios.

Auto Notes 


/ Pretty Polish to Car. 


The appearance of m car cannot 


be improved by merely washing the 
road dirt off the surface. 
This 


leaves the finish dull and cloudy 
due to the sweating of the pigment 
in the lacquer finish and also to 
the minute, particles of oil dust 
and dirv. known as traffic film. Ihls 
can be removed only by the appli- 
cation of a good clening polish 
which when wiped off after drying, 
leaves a clear, shiny surfac*—the 
same finish which attracted the pur- 
chaser's eye in the show room. 
There are, generally speaking, three 
kinds of automobile polishes—oil, 
acid and neutral polish, but the 
neutral is especially recommended 
for duco-finlshed cars. It softens 
traffic film, loosens dirt and 
re- 
moves grime without risk of harm- 
ing the finest finish, as it contains 
no abrasive. A wap should also be 
applied to the polished car to pro- 
tect the finish and prolong the pol- 
ished effect. The use of wax is 
particularly advisable for the reason 
that a steadily increasing percent- 
age of the ultra-violet rays of the 
sun are damaging to -the fine fin- 
ishes of the cars of today. Wax has 
the ( property of filtering out the 
damaging rays. It also serves to 
prevent water absorption- 


Brakes operate more efficiently if 
the mechanical linkage is cleaned 
of rust and dirt, followed by 
a 
thorough oiling of all moving parts. 
Coasting down hill with the igni- 
tion shut off draws inhumed fuel 
into the" cylinders and thence to 
the crankcase, where it thins the 
lubricant 
Inspect Trheel" bearings for wear, 
and make adjustments to prevent 
damage. - Loose bearings permit 
wheels to wabble and cause hard 
steering. 


Motors and Their Care 


Celan the Cooling System. 


Many major repair bills come 


from too little attention paid to the 
cooling system. A dirty and clogged 
radiator will cause the car to lose its 
efficiency. 
Remove rust, sediment, 
and scale to prevent future expense. 


.When the Engine Knocks. 


Knocking of an engine is merely a 
symptom of improper combustion 
due to faulty fuel. It frequently re- 
sults in overheating, burned out 
valves and a general loss of power. 
If the knock continues, this condi- 
tion grows worse and the life of the 
car isjihortened. 


Timely Tips. 


To meet seasonable driving con- 
ditions the wist motorist will: 


Clean oil filter. 
Test compression. 
Adjust carburetor. 
Check spark timing. 
Test and fijl battery. 
Inspect starter switch. 
Check distributor points. 
Reset charging rate of generator. 
Examine charging rate and start- 
er cable. 


Test, clean and adjust spark plugs. 
Inspect and replace «park plug 
wires. 
Inspect and clean battery term- 
inals. 


Inspect all lights—tighten, all elec- 
trical connections. 


Inspect Battery When Lights 


Fluctuate. 
The same brilliancy should come 


from headlights when the engine is 
stopped 'as when it is running at any 
speed. If they do not, something is 
wrong and should be corrected. If 
they burn dimly with the engine 
stopped, but brighten up to normal 
when it is. running, at road speed, it 
is a sign that the battery is nearly 
discharged and that starting, if not 
already difficult, will soon become 
so, not only through failure of the 
starting motor to turn the engine 
over fast enough, but possibly be- 
cause ignition may become too weak. 
The.remedy is to have the oattery 
inspected and recharged or repaired 
if it needs it. Possibly the generator 
charging rate will have to be in- 
creased. If the lights burn normally 
or dimly with the engine stopped, 
but flare up excessively when it is 
running, it is usually a sign that 
the battery is not taking charging 
current trom the generator properly. 
Bulbs will be burned out, the gen- 
erator may be damaged from over- 
heating and the ignition apparatus 
may be injured. See that all bat- 
tery cells have enough water, and 
clean and tighten the clamp con- 
nections to the two terminals of the 
battery. Should this not correct the 
trouble at once, take the car to an 
electrical service station and have 
them inspect the battery and all 
connections and correct an defects. 


The windshield wiper should never 
be started until the glass Js really 
wet. 


Wipe off the top of the battery 
after filling the cells ith water. 
Liquid on top of the batterv forms 
a partial "short," which will cause 
the battery to drain, much faster 
than normal 


Rim squeaks, caused by the slight 
shifting of the rim on the wheel fel- 
doe band, can be detected by parts 
tnat have been worn smooth. The 
reraeiy is to remove the rim. file 
down the bright spot, and grease 
the spot -that has been rubbing. 
Slamming the door of a car when 
the glass is partially up frequently 
causes .breakage. If the glass is in 
the fuHy closed, or fully opened po- 
sition there is much less danger of 
breakage. 


All kinds of damage can be done 
to the rear end of the car if a clutch 
s permitted to grab.

BERLIN. Germany—Two strange 


craft, v representing 
opposite 
ex- 
tremes in mode of travel, will bring 
to reality what is probably the most 
unique rendezvous in the history of 
man's exploring of the world. 
The meeting will take place at 
the North Pole in July, when Sir 
Hubert Wilkins, - in 
his undersea 


Nautilus, in which he plans to reach 
the earth's summit by navigating 
under the polar icecap, will be 
greeted by Dr. Hugo Eckener, who 
will fly his giant of the air, the 
Graf Zeppelin, over the ice floes. 
The announcement that Dr. Ecke- 
ner had completed arrangements 
for the proposed meeting, created 
the greatest possible sensation here. 
Feverish preparations were begun at 
Fridnchschafen home base of the 
Graf, where crews of workmen had 
been making preparations for the 
trip. 
t, 
Arctic explorers, scientists and 
experts in air and surface naviga- 
tion 'will be among the passenger 
list of the Graf, which will start 


from its base a'the Franz Josef 
land, when the Nautilus is two days 
distance from the pole. On board 
the giant airship will be representa- 
tives of four nations, Germany, the 
United States, Russia and England, 
in addition to Lady Drummond Hay, 
who has been a passenger on the 
former voyages of the Graf. Lady 
Hay will -write in detail of this epic 
of the northland. 
The United States will be repre- 
sented by Lieutenant-comander Ed- 
ward H." Smith, of the coast guard 
service, an\expert on Arctic ice con- 
ditions. 
Professor Samoilovich, who was 
aboard the soviet icebreaker, Kras- 
sm, which went to the rescue of the 
Nobile expedition in 1928, will rep- 
resent soviet Russia. 
The giant airship will be equipped 
with an electric anchor, which will 
melt itself into the ice and when 
the cusrerit is shut off, will freeze 
solid, thus giving the Graf a firm 
anchorage. The 
anchor will be 
used in the event that the crew of 
Sir Hubert's Nautilus is not avail- 


able as a landing crew when the 
Zeppelin reaches the place of ren- 
dezvous. The giant air liner will 
also carry a small balloon, rigged 
with a "cat's eye" which may be 
inflated and sent above the fog of 
cloudbanks te take observation, 
while the Nautilus is expected to 
keep the Graf advised by radio of 
weather conditions in the vicinity 
of the pole. 
The grizzled commander of the 
giant of the air is making elaborate 
preparations so that nothing con- 
dusive to the success of the flight 
to the pole will be left to chance, 
while Sir Hubert "Wilkins is success- 
fully conducting a series of tests 
on the Nautilus prior to making his 
evenful trip to the pole. 
With the Graf Zeppelin mooret

Tony Herrera must have experi- 
enced the same feeling when he 
fought Jack (Kid) Berg, the flow- 
er of British boxers, at 
Madison 


Square Garden recently.-The Mexi- 
can planted his right squarely on 


Berg's chin a score of imes during 
the fight but Berg did not drop to 
the canvas once, although his 
knees sagged on several occasions. 
Berg kept coming and clearly won 
the decision, although the verdict 
in his favor was roundly booed by 
the crowd. 


Bone Protects Button. 


According to an English osteo- 
path the chins of Berg, his father 
and his brother are of unusually 
bony construction. All three have 
an odd bony erowth on the point 
of the chin which is said to lessen 
the shock of a blow on the "button." 


Although this theory is ridiculed 
in some quarters and certainly did 
not hold up when Jackie was kay- 
oed by Tony Canzoneri, there may 
be something to it.

He was 
killed in the Battle of St. Mihiel, 
September 12, 1918. The body was 
returned to this country August 2, 
L921, and was buried at Greenwood 
cemetery in York, with the service 
conducted by the American Legion 
post No. 19 of York. This post was 
;ater named Bolton post No. 19.

Older Brother Died. 


October 15, 1918, the older broth- 
er, Elmer D. Bolton, who had en- 
listed shortly before his twenty- 
first birthday in May of that year, 
also died in service, of influenza. 
Sis death occurred within a week

notification of 
Ervin's 
death overseas. He, also, is buried at 
York.- 
The following, the first a clipping, 
tell of Ervin Bolton's courage: 
"It was impossible to find a finer 
spirit of loyalty and patriotism than 
ihat of Ertin L. Bolton. "With the 
opening of the hostilities between 


desire and ambition was to be able 
to render some service to his coun- 
try in her hour of need. He enlisted 
at Fort Logan, Colo, August 
17 


1917 and was sent to Chattanooga 
In April 1918 he was assigned to 
overseas duty with the Headquarters 
company, Sixth infantry. After five 
months in France he fell while de- 
fending his principles that were so 
dear to him and to every true citi- 
zen of our great nation." 


Exposed Himself Fearlessly. 
The following is taken from a let- 
ter sent to Ervin's parents by Cap- 
tain Carlson of the Sixth infantry- 
"Last night under heroic circum- 
stances Private Bolton gave his life 
to the cause of liberty. Nothing that 
I can say can bring him back again 
but I want to tell you how bravely 
he died. He exposed himself fear- 
lessly to a terrific artillery and ma- 
chine gun barrage to perform his 
duty which he so nobly carried out 
Men on the spot speak of Private 
Bolton's behavior as a splendid dis- 
play of courage.

The Humming 


Bird 


By Miss Carrie Jacobs 


The part of the world that we live 


in is called the New World, and it is 
the only part of the world that has 
humming birds. Of the more than 
four hundred kinds of humming 
birds in this New World, the east- 
ern part of this our country was 
given only one. So when you say 
you saw a humming bird we know 
that.it was a ruby-throated hum- 
ming bird. 


The upper parts are a bright 
shining green. The wings and tail 
are dark brownish green. The un- 
derparts are dusky or smoky. The 
mother bird loks just like her mate 
except for one thing that gives 
these humming birds their name. 
She has no ruby throat. These 
feathers on the throaTlook black 
but when the bird perches in the 
sunlight on a wire or branch in 
front of and facing you and turns 
its head a little tHese feathers will 
light up as if they were aflame. 
Sometimes the same Hash of fire is 
seen when the light strikes it just 
right as it flies over the flowers. 
The length of this bird from the 
tip of its needle-shaped beak to the 
end of its tail and wings is about 
three Inches. You would not think 
it was so long. Neither would you 
think that all the wonderful make- 
up of a bird could be put in such 
a tiny body. 


When we speak of the humming 
bird we never ask if it is a useful 
bird. Its beauty is enough of an 
excuse for its being, but it does eat 
many plant lice and other small 
Insects as it files over the flowers. 
and rips the nectar. The long beak 
enables it to reach down into flow- 
ens shaped- like funnels or tabes, 
such ' as honeysuckles, petunias. 
trumpet-creepers and salvias. but It 
visits many different 
kinds of 
flowers. 
In one yard it was always expect- 


ed when the wild columbine began 
to open. The fourtti day of May 
was the earliest date on which it 
was seen here, and then only two 
wiQd columbine blossoms were open. 
The ninth day of October was the 
latest date and then it was having 
a fine time flying over the blossoms 
of the scartetrunner vines. Between 
those two dates it had made many 
visits to oleedingheart. hardy phlox, 
petunias and many other flowers. 
At one time it seemed to be eating 
insects that were flying about the 
overripe pears on a large near tree. 
At another time it hovered over the 
wOd columbines and when tired 
would take a rest on a wire clothes- 
line or a small twig of a tree. Three 
bumble bees visited the columbines 
at the same lime and were driven 
off. The humming bird seemed nut 
the least bit afraid ta attack them. 
It depends on its needle-Jike bin. It 
will fly at a hat on which ^are 
bright flowers.

Northwest Nebraska Bean Industry Grows 
From Infant Project to 125 Carload Capacity 


"Beans for breakfast, beans for 
dinner, beans for supper—beans, 
beans, beans!" 
You've heard the old song com- 
plaint. 
If true, Nebraska must bear a 
share of the burden for beans, 
beans, beans. 
We plant, grow, harvest, pick, 
sort, clean, polish, and sell beans. 
That is, bean growing is an im- 
portant industry in the North Platte 
valley witn Scotts Bluff, Mornll 
and Kimball counties leading in the 
production. In 1930, 118,000 bushels 
were raised, which had a value of 
$366,000, on 10,000 acres. 
Chester Brown Starts Industry. 
Morrill has made bean, culture of 


more interest, because it has a com- 
mercial bean-sorting plant, the first 
of the type in Nebraska. Beans are 


"picked over," cleaned, and prepared 
for market. 
The bean Industry in the North 
Platte valley was started some seven 
years ago in a small way. After 
being a grower for three lyears, 
Chester B. Brown decided that it 
was a suitable industry for the val- 
ley, 
and he installed recleaning 
machinery and established a mar- 
keting agency, -where he would buy 
for cash or would handle the beans 
of the growers. In short, Mr. Brown 
had the beans mechanically re- 
cleaned and prepared for market or 
for the wholesale grocery trade, and 
he charged the grower a brokerage 
fee for handling. Mr. Brown has 
been a member of the board of 
directors of the Co-operative Potato 
Growers association and of the Oil 
association since their organization. 


hawk-moths as the moth of the so- 
called tomato worm. These visit 
the flowers at this time. 
Some one has said of the hum- 
ming bird that "when flying, the 
wings move so rapidly that it seems 
as if the body was hanging In a 
circle of sunbeams or in the middle 
of a ball <if down like what is 
around dandelion seeds."

They leave 
us and fly thousands of miles to 
spend the winter with many ocher 
humming birds in the countries 
south of ours. One of the greatest 
wonders is that they have never 
brought any other kind of humming 
bird with them when they return 
to us.

until this season, when that part ot 
the state suffered two weeks of bad 
weather. That discolored a large 
part of the crop. 
Ships 125 Carloads. 


With that contingency, hand 


cleaning became a necessity. Mr. 
Brown installed this type of equip- 
ment to prepare these beans for 
market. He installed thirty indi- 
vidual machines, operated by an 
electric motor, and employed thirty 
girls for the manual bean sorting. 
Each girl is seated before her hop- 
per of beans, brought her by an 
electric belt, so that the product is 
suitable for putting in the usual 
bags or in small packages, for the 
small package trade, for the market, 
when it leaves the operators. This 
recleaning and packing machinery 
has a lar^e capacity, which handles 
a carload of beans every ten hours. 
The usual cleaning machinery is 
augmented by a polisher, so htat 
the beans appear at their best. 


Mr. Brown finds the growth of 
the bean industry really gratifying 
Three years ago, he shipped eleven 
cars of beans, and that was the first 
year he had merchandised the 
vegetable. This year, the plant has 
sent out 125 cars and has a few 
more to be shipped. Because he is 
a farmer, raising 300 acres of beans 
on his own place, Mr. Brown hao 
been able to understand the grow- 
ers' needs.

By such 
combination of theoretical 
and 
practical instruction in their pro- 
fessio, tfie ultimate end of the 
naval academv's mission is attained 
and the fledgling ensigns are made 
capable of. assuming their ahare 
of responsibility. 
Only two Nebraskans are in- 
cluded in the. class of 296 at West 
Point in place of the five who 
'were graduates there last year. 
Both cadets are graduating as ser- 
geants, and both will continue in 
;be military service. 
Senator George W. Norris ap- 
pointed William Hampton to the 
military academy, after he had 
completed his freshman year at • 
Hastings college. He is the son of 
Glen G. Hampton of Gothenburg. 
Cadet Hampton has taken an active 
nterest in various extra-curricular 
activities, having done a large 
amount of art work for the Pointer, 
the cadet magazine; The Howitzer. 
which is the corps year book, and 
Bugle Notes, a hand book of infor- 
mation distributed to all new cadets. 
To Coast Artillery 


Hampton will probably be com- 
missioned in the coast artillery 
corps. He has requested a detail in 
the air corps, and next fall at the 
termination of bis two months leave 
will be ordered to one of the army 
flying schools for a year of training. 
After he has won his wings as a 
pilot, Hampton will be transferred 
to the air corps. He plans to spend 
his graduation leave at Gothenburg. 
Cadet Hagood is a "member of a 
distinguished army family, and is 
the son of Major General Johnson 
Hagood. commanding the Seventh 
corps area, with headquarters at 
fort Omaha. He has ranked in the 
tipper half of his class since enter- 
ing West Point in 1928. He has 
been a. member of the cadet choir 
of 150 voices since his freshman 
year, and during the last three 
years served as hop manager in 
charge of the cadet dances.

1896.

In Nebraska's four state 


parks, the state has captured 
part of the scenic beauty 
that is hers and secured it to 
the enjoyment of her citi- 
zens. As the recreational- 
vacation-travel 
season 
ap- 


proaches, the Nebraskan may 
well plan visits to the slate's 
own parks. 


Largest and most spectacular of 
the four state parks is the Chadron 
state park, 9 miles south of the 
town of that name, occupying a sec- 
tion of school land, wluch was set 
aside by the 1921 legislature for 
park purposes. 
like Black Hills Country. 


It might be described as a minia- 
ture sample of the Black Hills coun- 
try. It is part of Nebraska's most 
rugged country—great hills, pine- 
clad ridges and abundant timber, 
clear and deep canyons. 
Weird formations that stimulate 
the imagination abound through- 
out.—the heavily timbered park. 


There is little underbrush, relatively 
slight 
grass growths except in 


meadowed valleys and nature's 
twists and quirks are exposed to full 
view for the most part. 
The canyons furnish both quiet 
retreats from the pounding activity 
of modern life and impressive bits 
of natural majesty. The great tim- 
bered sweeps rolling up and down 
the hillsides furnish shade, quiet 
and the beauty that only trees can 
supply.Water Sports Possible. 


Boating and swimming are pos- 
sible-on a lake in the park. Full 
accommodations 
for

towels are available at a bathhouse 
oh the lake and are furnished at a 
•nominal fee. 


Cabins have been erected in the 
park and are rented at a nominal 
charge.

Although there is no fishing 
within the park," there is good fish- 
ing within striking distance, accord- 
ing to Frank B. O'Connell, secre- 
tary of the state game, forestation 
and parks commission, under whose 


supervision the parks are operated. 


Although the park is now by far 
the largest.of the four owned by 
the state, plans are already being 
considered by the state commission 
by which it can be substantially en- 
larged. Under the proposed plan, its 
present 640 acres would be ex- 
panded so that the park covered at 
elast 1,000 acres.

Every census has seen Nebraska 


more- populous than tbe preceding 
census. Nebraska was admlrtcd to 
the union as a state In 1867. but 
the area that is now Nebraska had 
28J841 persons in I860. By 1870, 
when the state was Just three years 
old, it had 94,152 persons, an in- 
crease of 3265 per cent over the 
1850 population. 


Growth Ccntinacd- 


In the next decade Nebraska's 
population increased 267,8 per cent, 
329.409 persons having been added. 
But during the 1880"s. 610.354 per- 
sons were added to the poiralaaon. 
the 1890 population being 134.9 per 
cent greater than the 1880 popula- 
tion. It was in this decade that 
Nebraska passed the million mark 
by just 62.65S. 
'The Ijjal decade of the nlne- 
tscnth century saw a slump in vnc 
movement to Nebraska, and the 
19fi porwJatlon was onlr threc- 
tcnths cf one per cent creatCT than 
the 1896 population, onlv 3.644 per- 
sons havin? been added.

Senator Howell apparently disap- 


proves of the present method

handling private claims against the

Had Private Bills. 


Senator Howell introduced 
two 


other private measures which were 
referred to other committees. One 
authorized the secretary of the navy 
to place Capt. Charles H. Harlow,

of claims to hear and adjudicate 
claims of the Wmnebago Indians 
against the government, which the 
committee on Indian affairs did not 
report.

States Steel corporation, and Charles M. Schwab, 
head of the Colossus which flies the flag of the Beth- 
lehem corporation, attend another meeting of the 
American Iron and Steel institute they should get to- 
gether and compare, notes.

Their failure to do so Friday stirred up one of the 


most spectacular meetings of Big Business which has 
been projected before the public in many years. 
Smiling and suave, Mr. Schwab, who was presiding at 
the meeting, was reported as saying, in the press, 
what the public, naturally would expect him to say. 
All was well In Bethlehem. Business was encourag- 
ing; wages had been stabilized at satisfactory levels 
since 1923. It was an altogether pleasing and heart- 
ening picture of the steel industry which Mr. Schwab

"- -At any rate, President Farrell has performed a dis- 
''tinct service. Unless "memory is faulty, his caustic 


criticism of business associates in the steel industry 
'represents the first case on record where a man of 
his standing has gone to bat in a big way for the 
men who work with their hands It is an unpre- 
cedented Incident and the circumstances which pre- 
cipitated it must have been of a most unusual char- 
acter to have caused an unexcitable, unemotional, 
man like Farrell to explode. 


The heads of the great steel companies in Ameri- 


ca generally have been more interested in dividends 
and in adding to surpluses than they have In raising 
wage standards and in selling steel cheaply to the 


~ public. The steel industry was one of the last to 


shorten the hours of the laborer .and it yielded only 
after a titanic struggle had been conducted. Among 
the central figures in that fight was the man wno 
presided at the meeting Friday and whose opening 
speech seemed to be the spark which aroused the ire 
of Mr. Farrell. 


There is nothing improper or unholy in the desire 


of the gigantic steel corporations of this country to 
place their business upon solid, substantial founda- 
tion. That is the aim of every business, large and 
small. During the decade which has just closed, the 
steel industry has done unusually well. It has reaped 
enormous profits, paid most satisfactory dividends, 
added enormously to its surpluses, and split its stock 
until its capitalization has been greatly increased. 
There could be no complaint about it, even, if It were 
to view the present situation in a trifle more mellow 
light If the thousands of men who work in. the 
searing heat of the mills are entitled to decent wages, j 
just as Mr. Farrell says they are, and if the present 
occasion is being seized upon, 'as he intimates ,to 
practice sharp methods in forcing down wage levels, 
then the directing heads of the companies.which are 
responsible are, in fact, living In a Fool's paradise. 
• • * 


Mr. Farrell has honestly won his spurs as an 


apostle of the new modern industry, which takes lor 
its creed » high standard of living as the foundation 
of American prosperity We can not ignore the fact 
that the productive capacity of American factories 
-has been doubled and, In some instances, tripled, 
since 1910. Hundreds of millions of dollars have been 
invested in these factories. The investment will havS 


" ,to.be written off the books la the event that we. as a 
. nation, permanently return to the conditions that pre- 


vailed prior to 1914. It will mean staggering losses to 
the stockholders in these thousands of concerns. 
' While Mr. Farrell makes no direct reference to this 
* fact, it Is commonly recognized in business circles and 


it will extend, not only to the steel companies, but 
to every line of industry.

Decent Society Wins Battle. 


(Columbus Dispatch) 


Says William O. "Sibley in his 


"Along the Highway" column on 
the ' editorial page of the Chicago 
Journal of Commerce: "The United 
States is now in the early phase 
of a civil war—a war that promises 
to develop into the greatest of all 
wars." The war to which he refers 
is the war of organized crime 
"against society, against civiliza- 
tion, law, government, security and 
business." And he thinks that the 
history of this war "may not be 
complete before the middle of the 
next century." 
The .war to which he refers is a 
reality, as most people now realize, 
but that we are just in its early 
phases is a view which, we think, 
cannot be successfully maintained. 
The forces of crime have been vig- 
orously at war against law and 
order for generations past, and 
compact organization of the most 
dangerous criminal classes has not 
been lacking, especially in the larg- 
er cities. It is possibly true that we 
are now at the peak of this war, 
rather than in its early phases. 
The people are wider awake as 
to. the danger than ever before, and 
more thoroughly aware of the fact 
that the enemy has long had its 
most effective strength in corrupt 
collusion with machine politicians, 
both in and out of office. They are 
also now aware that not a few "big 
business" leaders have been playing 
the dangerous game of using the 
criminal classes as allies in their 
business schemes. 
Having become fully-aware of- 
these facts, society is in better po- 
sition than ever before to strike 
blows which the enemy cannot suc- 
cessfully parry. The gang system 
of controlling Chicago got a stag- 
gering blow in the recent election; 
and, though it is not yet complete- 
ly conquered, the chances are that 
it will never regain the strength it 
has had under Thompson. There is 
reason to think that we are in the 
dawning of a more effective control 
of the forces of crime. 


Citizenship Too Cheap T 


(Kansas City Star.) 


Residence in America has been at 
a premium, since adoption by this 
country of a, rigid policy of immi- 
gration restriction seven years ago- 
The drastic cuts in immigration in 
me last few months have made the 
privilege of living In the United 
States even jnore desirable. • 
The question whether obtaining 


citizenship here has not been made 
too easy for aliens, however, is 
raised by the assistant secretary of 
labor, Robe Carl White. This offi- 
cial Relieves, from years of expe- 
rience, that the situation holds a 
danger comparable with that of ac 
excessively lenient policy on alien 
entry. He says the requirements for 
citizenship are vague, both with 
respect to ability to speak English 
and to display knowledge of the 
constitution and of American prin- 
ciples of g&overnment 
At times, 
it is said, the simple answer "yes" 
or "no" is accepted as evidence of 
a knowledge of the language, and 
the whole matter of passing upon 
Qualifications for citizenship rests 
finally with the official in charge. 


There is recommended a tighten- 
ing up of the regulations, lest 
cheapening of citizenship and the 
right of suffrage be the result. The 
position thus Ukeu is in accord -with 
the newer, necessary-and fully jus- 
tifide polio/ with respect to alien 
entries.

Nothing Perishes. 


PRIMROSE, Neb., May 19. 


To the editor of The Lincoln Star: 


According to Wall street bankers, 
the corrective process dictated by 
the current slump has now been 
laid by the corporations and indus- 
trial companies throughout the 
country as the basis / for a new 
period of prosperity. Principally 
among the corrective changes listed 
are,, a reduction in interest charges 
resulting from low interest rates, 
the- elimination of numerous com- 
peting companies through their 
failure, the liquidation of the assets 
of w e a k organizations, and the 
changes in capital structure which 
has reduced the fixed oharges on 
the outstanding securities' of cor- 
porations. These bankers further 
advise us that numerous corpora- 
tions have purchased in the open 
market their own bonds at a large 
discount from the price these issues 
were originally floated, thereby giv- 
ing them a nice profit on the trans- 
action in addition to lowering the 
corporation's fixed charges, while 
many other corporations have pur- 
chased blocks of their own preferre0 
or common stocks for retirement 'at 
prices below their book value, thus 
increasing the equity of the remain- 
ing shares. 
This information would seem to 


be food for considerable thought. 
Not merely for the reason it is a 
most authentic sign of the return of 
so-called prosperity as we have 
known it in the past, but more 
especially that an analysis of the 
facts hereiij contained might serve 
in 
the 
formation 
of corrective 
measures for the elimination of 
future panics, while at the same 
time providing a more equitable 
distribution of the wealth and re- 
sources of our country. Capitalists, 
conservative politicians, big busi- 
ness men, and those corporate eco- 
nomists have been endeavoring to 
drive into the minds of their coun- 
trymen the theory that industrial 
depressions or panics are nothing 
more or less than natural courses of 
events, that they are in reality in- 
evitable. However, with the infor- 
mation Wall street now supplies to- 
gether with a review of that highly 
speculative era during the Coolidge 
administration and the- first eight 
months of the Hoover administra- 
tion, we are afforded a much better 
perspective from which to judge of 
the soundness of this theory. 
During that notorious Wail street 
speculative orgy it was a common 
practice of corporations to issue 
highly speculative stocks based upon 
fictitious values. Such issues were 
promisuously thrown upon the mar- 
ket for the general public to buy, 
and invariably whenever the mar- 
ket would show some tendency to a 
weakened condition President Cool- 
idge would issue an optimistic state- 
ment causing them to kite still 
higher. Regardless of these watered 
stocks selling at unheard of prices, 
this same practice was continued 
during the early days of the Hoover 
administration, the result of which 
together with the manipulation of 
interest rates, caused numerous 
stock issues to be loaded upon the 
public at prices out of all propor- 
tion to their real value. Assuming 
stocks as listed on the stock ex- 
change in March of the current 
year were entirely free of water and 
basing their real value as at that 
time quoted, a survey of twenty- 
five of the leading corporations 


I shows their stocks and securities to 
have been inflated to the stupen- 
dous sum of $16,000,000,000. In other 
words, at the time of the Wall street 
crash the stocks of these twenty- 
five corporations alone included this 
amount of water. Now were we to 
take a physical valuation of these 
twenty-five corporations we would 
find they still own all of the prop- 
erties and faculties they possessed 
at the time of the market crisis. 
That this amount of money was lost 
by the general public through the 
purchase 
of these corporations' 


stocks" is generally understood, out 
there seems to be much confusion 
of opinion as to where this money 
went. Some apparently believe it 
just. naturally evaporated or went 
up in smoke, but of course those 
corporate economists know better. 
These corporations themselves are 
the recipients of this -$16,000,000,000 
which the general public lost, for 
the corporations' outstanding in- 
debtedness was necessarily reduced 
by just this amount, and regardless 
of whether they repurchase any or 
all of these stocks at the reduced 
prices. 
Scientists have long since been 
agreed that / nothing in reality 
perishes, that there is only a change 
of component parts or chemical for- 
mation. This same theory likewise 
applies to a country's natural 
wealth or finances. Panics do not 
cause any depletion of wealth, but 
rather a process by which wealth 
is trained to flow from the hands 
of the poor into the hands of the 
rich. Neither do panics come of 
their aifn. volition. They are rather 
engineered into existence with all 
the ingenuity of our captains of in- 
dustry, and at times it would seem 
with "the assistance of our govern- 
ment.

Cow Feed For 19IZ. 
LINCOLN. Neb- May 23. 
To the editor of The Lincoln Star: 
Success in the stock business is 
largely determined by the cost of 
the ration, for unquestionably ttie 
greatest item of expense of stock- 
keeping Is the cost of the feed. To 
make a profit from stock with the 
present low prices requires careful 
planning and looking ahead in order 
to make the ration ample and at 
the same time to grow and store it 
at the lowest cost. 
When pastures are flush and 
green as ** find them usually in 
May and Jane we forget the hot 
dry season of late s«mmer,when the 
grass turns brown, the flies are bad 
and the animals are hard pressed 
to find sufficient food for even 
their maintenance. We also forget 
the ample supply of cheap succu- 
lent forage which should be stored 
up for the next twelve months" feed 
supply. 
If the stock keeper is equipped 
with silos he is in posiWon to take 
care of the forage, putting it in the 
best possible ooadiOon for botti 
storage and feeding: If he does not 
have a silo he certainly ought to 
look into this -well-established 
method of feeding.

Do you believe that our period, 
notwithstanding all its troubles, is 
doing more for humanity than tic 
so-called Victorinn ago did? 


ANSWER. 


I certainly do. The deluge that 


overwhelmed France at the end o£ 
the eighteenth century left Eng- 
lish speaking nations and their po- 
litical and social institutions funda- 
mentally unchanged. The conserva- 
tive element predominated and at- 
tributed everything right and per- 
manent to the prevailing order. &*5 
arose that false 
optimism which 
characterized the Victorian age: 
Tennyson sang for it. The heredi- 
tary lord and nobles acted as 
though God had created the earth 
for their 'Special benefit. Religion 
sanctioned things as they were. 
Great Britain and America" shared 
the common conviction of the pros- 
perous nineties that theirs was the 
best of all possible worlds. Today 
we cannot share that optimism nor 
accept that conclusion. 
Hence the turmoil everywhere ap- 
parent, yet, despite the widespread 
sense of insecurity; indeed largely 
because of it, men and women are 
in earnest for the benefit of hu- 
manity as they were not fffty years 
ago. Today they set an ever grow- 
ing value upon oneness in inter- 
national and social enterprises. Mul- 
titudes are impatient with sectarian 
and partisan differences and have 
resolved to bury prejudice and bit- 
terness. 
Larger 
fields 
for 
co-operation 
within and beyond our republic are 
now thrown open. A new spirit of 
brotherhood is abroad in this and 
other lands 
It is resourceful, de- 
termined, aggressive. The progress 
of science has seldom, if ever been 
more rapid. 
Tfce majority of tne 
churches of Christendom are given 
to heart searching instead of cock- 
sureness. 
Some older people lament these 
changes and think we have degen- 
erated from a stolid to a giddy and 
flippant social stage. But beneath 
the surface life of the time, majes- 
tic tides of virtuous resolution are 
running swiftly toward a more just 
and better conditioned world.

It proposes to show burdened men 
and women who, like yourself, are 
in a very dark mood that many of 
us believe there is a way out of it 
and that tho author can help them 
to find it. It advises young pastors 
prepared to dig hard for half a 
dozen years that they can become 
efficient physicians of the soul, and 
so do a needed work which the 
Master of good life wants to have 
done It suggests to physicians of 
the body and to psychotherapists 
who read the volume that there is a 
fine field for their co-operation with 
thoroughly trained ministers, 
es- 


pecially in troubles which originate 
in the soul's disturbance 
The book has a clumsy title, but 
it expresses its author's purposes. 
He asserts no prerogative whatso- 
ever to handle cases which demand 
medical or surgical attention. But 
he believes, and I think he is cor- 
rect, that there are cases of dis- 
ability, some of which manifeai 
physical symptoms, that 
can 
te 
helped by combining mental and 
spuitual treatment with medicinal 
service.

Signals Through Window* 


The signals he saw are usually 
made through the double-plated ob- 
servation window of the control 
room which adjoins each studio and 
are directed to the men in the 
broadcasting room itseif, or some- 
times from these men to the control 
room. 
If a production man draws his 


ponited finger across his throat it 
is to inform the entertainers that 
the current to the microphone has 
been 'cut." When he holds his in- 
dex finger against his nose—the 
broadcast is being terminated pre- 
cisely on time. 
As a program is about to begin, 
the production man, stop-watch in 
hand, raises one ami overhead. 
When the second hand hits the 
riinute the arm comes down like a 
flash and they're off. If a performer 
gets a bit too far from the mike— 
you know, when he seems to be fad- 
ing out—the keen production man 
holds one hand stationary 
and 


draws the other toward it. If the 
artist is too close to the mike, he 
reverse gesture is made. 


Two Dance Endings 


When the broadcast gets to with- 


in thirty seconds of its close tho 
chief holds one hand with two 
fingers at right angles to Indicate 
it. Musical numbers often take more 
time during actual 
performance- 
than they did in rehearsal- A part 
of the signal business is to handle 
this situation. Alternative endings 
are written into all dance scores 
and marked "one" and "two." To 
indicate either the conductor holds 
up one, or'two, fingers. Besides, 
dance scores are divided into sub- 
sections, each designated by a let- 
ter of the alphabet. Pantomiming a 
letter with his fingers, the conduc- 
tor again is able to order a "cut" at 
will. 


Swift circles described with the 
hand means the orchestra is to 
speed up. Holding both hands flat 
and moving them to and fro slowly 
is tho signal to fade out gradually, 
either for a station 
break or an- 
nouncement. For a quck fadeout 
the conductor forms an X with the 
arms and swerves the hands rapidly 
back and forth. 


Every new production man at 
Columbia, must go through a com- 
plete training in the sign language. 
Thus the chance of a disastrous 
and costly error is reduced to the 
minimum.

Qualifications of a Good Loud 


Speaker. 


A loud speaker is supposed to're- 
produce all frequencies between 60 
or 100 cycles Per secxSnd and 5,000 
cycles per second at least in order 
that it faithfully reproduce certain 
complex sounds that involve com- 
ponents within this range. A loud 
speaker is also expected to respond 
to a wide range of volume. 
The 


speaker varies its power output by 
a" ratio of nearly a million-to one, 
that Is, the loudest notes represent 
a million times the power output 
of the weakest notes. Most loud 
speakers are incabale of such a 
wide range of BOW er output, but for 
faithful reproduction, this is neces- 
sary. The restricted power varia- 
tion limitation can be removed in 
certain cases with large, high grade 
speakern, high quality amplifiers; 
and using phonograph records to 
ehnijnate transmission 
distortion. 
With such a set-up, thjs reproduc- 
tion is usually for ahead of the 
average broadcast 
reception 
and 


one of the first things to arrest the 
attention of the listener la 
the 
marvelous manner in which the 
volume can change from a hush to 
a blast without distortion. 


Varied Assortment of Tubes to Meet 


All Conditions. 


Modern development of power re- 
ceivers has created the most rapid 
growth in tube equipment until now 
it would seem there Is an almost 
complete assortment of tubes to 
meet any requirement and condi- 
tion. The need for new tubes comes 
either with a.growing knowledge of 
circuits cfr with the creation of new 
conditions. The latest list of tubes 
includes a detector-amplifier, screen 
grid model and a power pentode 
with D. C. heater elements designed 
for operation on the starting and 
lighting battery of the automobile. 
Thus a new set of conditions Is re- 
sponsible for new tubes to meet 
these conditions. 


Converting Battery Set Into A. C. 
Receiver. 


Changing a battery set to an A. 


C. operated one using A- C. tubes 
can be done but it requires consid- 
erable mechanical changes such as 
new sockets and rewiring as well as 
new construction in the form of a 
socket power unit. Also, it requires 
a great amount of labor and so 
much outlay of money for new parts 
and tubes that for the same amount 
one can easily purchase a brand 
new A. C. set. In the end, the 
owner has no assurance whatever 
that the converted received will bs 
satisfactory. The job is full of work 
and hazards which in Itself are not 
objectionable features, if only the 
final results were worthy of It, but 
usually they are f*r from it 


Annoyinc Noises.

They may work 
only three hours, however, devoting 
the remaining time to sleep and 
rest. Where a nursery is not pro- 
vided, all children under five years 
are limited to four hours a day in 
a studio. 
Minors over 6 years of age may 
be allowed eight hours per day in

Every minor must be proUded 


with a permit from the board of ed- 
ucation s division of attendance and 
employment of minors. Applica- 
tion for this penult must be made 
by a prospective employer; in other 
words, it is not optional with the 
child or the parent that the child 
enter the industry- A need for the 
child must first be indicated by the 
Industry itself. The permit is issued 
only upon a satisfactory medical 
examination by the school medical 
authorities, and also. In the case of 
a child of school age, upon a satis- 
factory school record. This permit 
is a certificate which serves as an 
identification card and indiates that 
the bearer is. eligible for picture 
employment It is issued for three 
months, afer which the child is 
again subject to medical approval. 


All casting offices and employing 
agents must have a. permit on file 
before sending a minor on call, and 
must notify the board of education 
of every minor sent on' call for em- 
ployment 
It is no always the beautiful child 


who gets the chance on the screen. 
In fact. It's more often the young- 
ster with the freckles ha gets the 
Job. 
Just now, children who can 
sing, speak different languages, play 
all sorts of musical instruments, 
dance, etc., are in demand. 
I'll be glad to give you any fur- 
ther information on the subject. 


While kiddie pictures seem to be 
in vogue at present, only a very 
small percentage of the hundreds of 
child applicants is accepted. There 
are so many precocious children in 
Hollywood.
